Recent studies conducted for the Rational Security Council by the 
felecoBasmioation* Advisor to the President with the assistance of 
the principal cconunications organisations of the government, pointed 
up tide dependence of the teehnieel problems of teleccsasunicatioiis 
upon breed national policy decision*. 

The report of the President** Co—nunlcaticn* Policy Board sub- 
mitted in March 1951, considered «any of the Interrelated national 
and international problems inherent in the pres— t telecossaunic&t ions 
situation, and the report of ths President •« Cased ttee on S&terna&lona 1 
Information Activities recently oonpleted stress— the importance of 
top level policy control and guidance of all instrun— ts of foreign 
information. Rev scientific technique*, vhlch sone believe capable 
of trsnsocennic tv— lesion of television pragmas, should be 
evaluated in terns of the urgent needs of improved International 
ccsamunications fear national security and other national policy pur- 
poses.
